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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The Applicant's arguments, see in particular Pages 9-20 of the Appeal Brief, filed 
1/5/09, with respect to the rejections of Claims 1-8 in Sections 7-10 of the Office Action 
dated 7/1/08, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1- 
8 in Sections 7-10 of the Office Action dated 7/1/08 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a light diffusing sheet, as generally set forth 
in Claim 1, the sheet including, in combination with the features recited in Claim 1, each 
of the side surfaces of each of the wedge-shaped parts is formed of inclined surfaces 
constituting a polygonal surface, angles formed by the inclined surfaces of each side 
surface and the perpendicular to the entrance surface gradually become greater toward the 
exit surface; and an end of each of the wedge-shaped parts on the side of the entrance 
surface is a flat surface parallel to the entrance surface. Claims 2-8 are dependent on 
Claim 1, and hence are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 1 is allowable.
